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OBSERVING VENUS. 


A CHANCE FOR AMATEURS TO 
WATCH THE TRANSIT. 


Time Signvals Furn shed Free of Charg:—A Defaulting 
Teller’s Pitiful appeerance in Court—-The Mar.- 
riago Assoeia:ions— Tne Mississippi River 
Committee — Washington News. 


WASHINGTON, November 28.—In reply to many 
letters received at the United States naval observa 
tory, at Washington, Professor Harkness, of the 
United States transit of Venus commission, re- 
quests the publication of the following statement: 
There are many persons scattered over the country 
who have good telescopes who would be glad to 
observe the contacts during the coming transit of 
Venus, if they had any means of 
obtaining Washington time. The loss 
of 80 many possible observations of 
such a rare astronomical event would be a serious 
one to science, and to prevent it the Western Un- 
ion Telegraph company has most generously agreed 
to give the widest distribution to the noon time 
signals from the naval observatory on December 
the 4th, 5th, 6thand 7th. As this service will be 
wholly gratuitous on the part of the telegraph comf 
pany, its officers do not wish to incur 
needless trouble by sending siguals to places 
where no use can be made of them, and it is there- 
fore requested that all persons who iutend to make 
accurate ob:ervatious of the transit will notify the 
nearest Western Union telegraph office of that fact 
immediately. The necessity for such notification 
will be apparent when it is remembered that the 
transmission of signals will involve the use of many 
thousand miles of wire and the making up of 
numerous special circuits, all of which must be 


planned beforehand. The furnishing of these sig- 
nals, free of cost, to all observers, is 
a@ contribution to science on the part of the Western 
Union company, which will be appreciated by 
every one interested in astronomy, A circular of 
explanation respectivg the signals is now being 
prepared at the naval observatory, andinaday er 
two it will be ready for distribuuion to all who ap- 
ply forit. Rear admiral Crosby, commanding the 
Tnited States maval force at the South Atlantic 
station, reports to the navy departmeut from 
Montevideo, Octoberl19, that the expected transit 
of Venus party would arrive nextday, when the 
Brookiyn would preceed on her mission. 


No intelligent person who reatizes its importance 
will fail to do at least as much towards the celebra- 
tion of the rare event as to follow the planet’s 
course, with the aid of a piece of smoked glass, at 


some time during the passage. Itisthe simplest 
sight imaginable. a tiny black dot making its way 
over the sun, but thesolution of the great problem 
of th» sun’s distance may hinge on the seemingly 
unimportant occurrence. Ven‘is will appear on the 
sun's limp overthe whole United states at nearly 
fume moment of absolute time, at about 
five minutes before 9 o’clock in the morning; she 
will leave it and the transit willend about 3 o'clock, 
Washington meantime. The tables of Venus are 
not quile perfect, and therefore the predicted time 
may differ a minuie ortwo from the observed 
time. The local time iseasily deduced from Wash- 
ington time. The longitude of the piace of obser- 
va:ion must be found, and then to places east of 
Washington the transit willcommence eariier, and 
to places west of Washington later, ac 
cordivg to the longitude, every degree 
making a ditference’ of four minutes, 

At the first contact Venus cutsinto the solar bor- 
der; atthe first internal contact sbe has passed 
into his domain; at the second internal contact she 
has crossed his disc and tuuches his western bor- 
der; at the last contact she makes her egress and is 
seen no more. Suchis the imporianceattached by 
astronomers to the transit that millions of dollars 
will probably be appropriated by the gov- 
ernments of differeut countries and spent by 
private individuals in observing the phenomenon 
Scientific observers will be numbered by thousands, 
while no figures can cumpute the labor and pains- 
taking involved in the intricate processes that en- 
terinio the mathematical calculations. All that 
the most sanguine astronomers expect to accom- 
plish is the right to add or subtract less 
than the tenth of a second from the sun's 

araliex as now received, though gthis 
infinitisimal angular error represents something 
like a half million milesin the solur distance. At 
half the stationsyin the most favorable localities, 
the weather will prevent observation. But at the 
other half,allthat human powercan do in wresting 
the secrets of the sun will be accomplished, and tie 
only opportunity that will occur for one hundred 
and twenty-two years wiil be improved. 

THE MISSISSIPPI RIVER COMMILTEE. 

Messrs. burrowsand Hiscock, of the special con 
gressional committee, appointed to examine the 
Mississippi river and its improvements, arrived in 
this city this morning, and the other members are 
on theirway. The hearing of testimony will be 
continued here tor three or four weeks. The com- 
mittee will seud for pilots and others, and will lis- 
ten to Opinions from the standing Mississippi river 
commission. Mr. Burrows, chairmanof the com- 
mittee, declines to state his opinions 
unt the close of the hearing. He says 
there has been no meeting of 
the committee in which opinions have been dis- 
cussed. Mr. Hiscock is also reticent. When asked 
asto the nature of the testimony given and its 
tendency, he said that it was plentiful and varied, 
and that so many who live along tke river are in- 
terested in the reclamation or improvement of the 
land that there Would have been ne end to the 
hearings had the committee continued its session 
atthe points on the river. Itsduties were mainly 
in the nature of personal observations, assisted by 
public hearings. 

A TRANSGRESSOR’S HARDSHIPS, 

B. F. Bigelow, the defaulting teller of the Bank 
ofthe Republic, was to day brought to courtin a 
carriage, to aud from which he was carried in the 


arms of the deputy marshal and a friend. In the 
court he occupied a lounge, from which he did not 
rise to plead to the indictments, thirteen in num- 
ber, upon which he was arraigned. Several phy- 
sicians, employed by Bigelow'’s counsel, had de- 
clared him to be seriously ill and unfit to 
into court, but two doctors who 
been appointed by. the’ court to 
report upon his condition had certitied that though 
sick he was not seriously so, and could mppess With- 
out danger to his life or health. After his plea of 
not guilty had been entered he was replacedin the 
carriage, whence he wasagain taken upona warrant 
upon a fresh charge of embezzlement, returned to 
the court room, gave bail and was then allowed to 
ohome. The day was very inclement and Bige-. 
ow’s friends and physicians say his compulsory ap- 
pearance in court has endangered his life. The 
action of the judge was taken under the impression 
that Bigelow’s illness was counterfeit and thata 
plan was on foot to enable him to escape. 


THE MATRIMONIAL ASSOCIATIONS, 
While the post-master general has not yet formal-

The Train Robber Arraigned—An Interview With 
Him. 

INDEPENDENCE, Missouri, November 28.—At 3:30 
o'clock this afternoon, in the criminal court, the 
case of Frank James was called, and the prisoner 
brought into court and given a seat within the bar 
between his attorneys. The first indictment, that 
for complicity in the Independence bank robbery of 
1869, was then presented. The defense waived the 
reading of the indictment, and entered a plea of 
not guilty, The second indictment for the murder 
of Detective Wicherin 1874 was then presented and 
Similarly treated. Ex-Lieutenant Governor John- 
son then announced that a partial agreement had 
been made among the counsel astothe date for 
the trial. Prosecuting age ew Wallace suggested 
January 22, the fourth Monday, and the court 
thereupon announced that both cases would be 
ealled tor trialupon thatday. The defense then 
inquired if the state oppose bail. ‘The prosecuting 
attorney replied that the case for robbery is baila- 
ble. The oiher, for murder, was prepared by his 
predecessor, and he was not familiar with the evi- 
dence, conse poem he could not reply to the 
question, but would be prepared to auswer it in 
about two weeks. The prisoner was then remand- 
ed, followed by the crowd which had filled and 
overflowed the court room for five hours in anxious 
anticipation. 

A TALK WITH THE PRISONER. 

The prisoner was taken back to Independence on 
the evening train. The usual number of inter- 
views occurred to-day, and James talked freely up- 
on random topics, but matters concerning his histo- 


ry and the cases in court he declined to discuss. He 
said nothing farther than that he was entirely con- 
fident of acquittal. His wife and mether were 
with him at the court house, butdid not enter the 
courtroom. The proceedings in court occupied 
about half an hour, during which time James occen- 
pied his seat within the bar and without manifest- 
ing any special uneasiness gave close attention 
of the proceedings. His naturally pallid face was 
rather more devoid of color than usual, and hold- 
ing his hatin one hand the other frequen'ly wan- 
dered toward his mustache. The crowd was one 
such as never before gathered in aud around the 
court Louse,and the court several times had occa- 
Sion to invoke siience ouce threatening to clear 
the court room if the talking was not discontinued. 
James, intalking with a reporter, indiguantly de- 
nied the truth of the stories that he has fared 
sumptuously in jail. He said with few 
exceptions he has been 5 ag upon prison 
fare. His Brusseis carpet, he asserted, is a rug 
which covers a portion of the stone floor of hiscell. 
Late this afteruoon haudbills were plentifully scat- 
tered about the streets, circulated by the enterpris- 
ing manager of a variety theater, announcing that 
Frank James would tnat evening occupy a box at 
the theater. Before the performance commenced, 
however, James, with the deputy marshal, was on 
his way back to the Independence jail. 


KELLOGG’S UNCERTAINTY. 
The Governor of CLoulsiana Refuses to Kecognize 
flim as a Citizen of the Stats. 
ORLEANS, November 28.—Telegrams from 
Baton Rouge show that the returns from the third 
district were fiually compiled today. The can 
vassers threw out Assumptiow and St. Mary's par- 
ishes on the ground of informality in the returns. 
The former gave Kellogg 1,130 majorit¥, and the 
latter 1,891 majority. This leaves him stiil about 
2.000 majority. Governor McEnry has refused to 


issue a certificate to Kellogg on the ground of non- 
residence in the district or state, and has given 
him till Monday next lo submit his 
brief and evidence. Kellogg has prepared a 
statementshowi'ryg that he came to the state in 
the spring of 1565; that he was the sixth man regis- 
tered u derthe military reconstruction in 1866 iu 
the parish of Orleans, that he has since constantly 
registered and voted in the state, boughtand sold 
property, sued and been sued in the state courts as 
a citizen of the state,has been, during his residence, 
four years governor of the state and ten years 
United States senator, and is still senator, has been 
recognized repeatedly as governor and senator by 
both national and state governments, has large 
planting interestsin Iberia parish in the third dis- 
trict. When he ceased to be governor his househo!d 
goods were removed from New Orleans, then the 
seat Capital, tothe parish of Iberia in his district, 
where he has_ since .resided, and now 
resides, and where he is now a_ registered 
voter. The democratic returning officer of St. 
Marys parish has telegraphed Governor McEnry 
that the election was fair, and that his returns are 
correct compilations of the votes cast.

Piles ef Human Bones 

New YORK, November 28.—While workman wer 
engagedin digging away the foundations of the 
old Dutch church at Nassau and Cedar streets this 
morning they came upon a place in the floor of cne 
of the vaults which was covered with boards. Up- 
op these being removed was found a pit about five 
feetsquare, bricked upon all sides. The pit was 
filled with numberless skulls and human bones 
piled in promiscuous confusion. Up to 
one o’clock sixteen skulls and ‘five boxes of 
bones were taken outof the pit, and then it had 
only bee:: dug about two feet down. It is sat 
known yet how deep the pitis or how many skele- 
tonsit contains. Tne presence of the vault was 
entirely unknown toany one, and the church had 
no record of it. The discovery of the bones crea- 
ted quite an excitement around the neigoborhood, 
and the streets tiear were black with curious sight- 
seers. The bones are kelieved by some to be the 
remains of Americans who were confiued during 
the revolutionary warin the old sugar house,

He Thinks There Will be War. 

CHICAGO, November 28 —General Thomas Osborn, 
of this city, United States minister to the Argeutine 
republic, was seen at the Leland hotel to-day. Iu 
response to a question he stated that he thought 
that the troubles between the Argentine republic 
and Brazil would end in war. He had heard that 
the Argentine republic had purchased two or three 
monitors and one or two torpedo boats, and she 
had had recently built one of the finest irou elacs 
afloat, which looked very much lke preparations 
for war. Brazil hada good fleet, while Argentine 
had an army of 12,000 to 16,000 men, besides a volun- 
teer force of 100,000. Her men were armed with 
Remington riflesand Krupp guns, and were well 
officered. The United States, he said, was not in- 
terested in the conflict, exceptin a friendly way to 
both nations. 
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Panic in a Printing Office. 

OTTAWA, Ont., November 28 —This afternoon one 
of the beamsin the parliamentary printing office 
gave away and created a panic among about 100 
employes. Some of them jumped outof the win- 
dows when they heard the crash, and others rushed 


down stairs into the street in the utmost confusion.

MORGAN'S DEATH. | 


THE GREAT MASONIC SENSATION 
REViVED FOR A MOMENT. 


Thurlow Weed’s Sworn Recollections ofthe Evexnt— 
How Morgan was Eaticed Upon His Fatal Boat 
Ride—What Thurlow Weed Lost by Six 
Lines of Print— Alleged Confession, 


WASHINGTON, November 28.—The New York Sun 
to-day publishes an affidavit sworn to by Thurlow 
Weed on September 28, 1882, in which he places 
upon record a detailed history of the abduction and 
killing of Wm. Morgan, the Mason, by his Masoni¢ 
brethren, as obtained by Weed through a confes~ 
sion of oue of the participants of the affair in 183194 
and from the statement of a witness who failed to 
testify to what he knew when the case was under 
investigation by the courts soon after Morgan's dis- 
appearance. Briefly, the story is that for the pur- 
pose of suppressing Morgan’s intended ex- 
posures of the secrets of Masonry, he wag 
seized by a numberof ths!Masons and placed un 
der guard in the magazine of Fort Niagara, New 
York, to awaitan opportunity to ship him from the 
country. While thus incarcerated a number of 
Masons, aftera dinner at one of their gatherings, 
where the Morgan case was discussed, acting under 
a sudden impulse, at the suggestion of one of their 
number, proceeded to Fort Niagara, took Morgau 
from his prison, and under pretense of taking him 


cast overboard in Niagara river heavily loaded 
with weights. \phitn. y, the man who confessed to 
Weea his instrumentality in Morgan’s death, in- 
tended to putthe story into affidavit, but death 
overtook him in 1862 before he carried his purpose 
into effect. The names of all the participants in 
the affair are embodied in Weed’s affidavit. 

THE COST OF A SIX LINE PARAGRAPH. 

The Buffalo Express publishes a letter of the late 
Thurlow Weed, uuder date of New York, Septem- 
ber 9, 1882, and attested by Spencer C. Doty, a no- 
tary public of this city, as that of Thurlow Weed. 
The letter wasin-auswer toan invitation to attend 
the unveiling of the monument to Captein Wil- 
liam Morgan, and is thus prefaced by the Express: 
“The following letter, dictated by the late ‘ihur- 
low Weed butashorttime before his death, con- 
tains his sworn statement*® of his 
knowledge coucerning the abduction § and 
alleged murder of William Morgan, and 
forms a most interesting chapter iu relation 
to the sensational events which in iheir time 
caused so greata s6cial and political convulsion. 
Weed begiis by saying the occasion is one that re- 
calls an event of startling interest, arousing deep 
popular feeling first at Batavia, Leroy, Cauan- 
daigua and Rochester, and then pervading our own 
and otherstates. After reaging the proceedciugs of 
the meeting at Batavia, with Hon. David E kvans 
as presiding officer, | wrote a six-line paragraph for 
the Rochester ‘Telegraph, in which I stated thata 
ejitizen of Batavia bac been spirited away from his 
home and family, and aftera mysterous abseuce of 
several daysa village meeting had been held anda 
committee of citizeus appointed to investigate the 
matter, adding thatas it Was Kuown that tne Free 
Masons were concerned in this abduction, it 
behooved the fraternity. whose good hame was 
sutferiug, to take the laboring oar in restor- 
ing the lost man to his Jiberty. The paragraph 
brought dozeus of our mostinfluential citizens, 
greatly excited, to the oflice, stopving the paperanud 
ordering the discontinuauce of tncir advertise- 
ments. I inquired of my partner Robert Martin, 
what had beeu done to exasverate So many of our 
friends, He brought me the,book and directed my 
attention to the obligation invokiug 8 vere penal- 
ties aS punishmeut for disclosing the secrets of 
the Masons, inquiring what I thoughtofa man 
who, after taking such an ob:igation, violated it. 
I replied I did not know any punishment too se: 
vere for such a perjuer. ‘Toe discontinuance of the 
paper embraced so large a number of ils 
patrons that I saw that my brief, and, 
as J] supposed, very harmless paragraph would 
ruin the establishment.

DUBLIN PUT UNDER A STATE OF 
SEIGE. 


Pielde’s First Notoriety—Davitt’s Speech Under Con. 
sideration by the Government—Agr-«rianism in 
Ireland—The Last of the Expenses of the 
Egyptian War—Other Matters, Etc. 


Loxpon, November 28.—The meeting of the 
privy council to-day was the most protracted one 
ever held by that body since the Ferian scare in 
1867. Earl Spencer, lord lieutenant, presided in 
person. It was resolved to proclaim the city under 
the curfew section of the repression act, which au- 
thorizes the police to arrest all suspicious persons 
found on the streets between an hour afier sunset 
and an hour before sunrise. <A proclamation was 
also agreed to offering a reward of £5,000 for infor- 
mation leading to the apprehension and conviction 
Of Fields’s assailants, with the usual provisions 
of pardon and protection toinformers. The citizens 
are informed that the powers granted by the cur- 
few law will be used enly against persons believed 
to be engaged in criminal designs. It is reported 
that in consequence Ofjthe assault upon Fields,who 
was a member of the jury that convieted the mur- 
derer Hynes, the special jurors have requested the 
go,ernment notto call upon them toserve for the 
present, but try political } risoners without juries, 
A dispatch to the Times from Dublin 
says Dennis Fields, who was stabbed in Frederick 
street yesterday, had, when acting asa jurorin the 
Hynes case, handed a note from the box to Mr. 

The 
comments of the Freeman’s Journal on this :nci- 
dent made Fields a marked man, although he ex- 
plained that the note was of an innocent nature.

ROADS FOR RIGHT OF WAY. 


The Progress of the Marietta and North Georgia Rall- 
road—Eff rt of the Westere North Carolina to 
Bojo.n the Former from Passing Through 
Red Marbie Gap-— The Case Scated.

Jasper, November 28.—Meeting with Hon. 
Robert Bruce, member elect from Cherokee 
county, North Carolina, to the next legisla- 
ture of that state, a CoNnsTITUTION reporter 
asked him about the contest over ‘‘Red Mar- 
ble Gap,” between the Georgia and North 
Carolina and Western North Carolina railroad 


cempanies. 

‘‘Was there any neceessity for a lawsuit for 
the gap?”’ 

“i think not, for there is certainly room 


enough for both roads through the gap if de- 
sired. ' 

‘Why is it called the ‘Red Marble Gap?” 

“Because of the color of the marble and 
the immense quantity, said by experts to be 
as fine asany in the world.”’ 

‘Then both roads want the sole carrying of 
this marbie?’ 

“IT can speak for the company building the 
Georgia and North Carolina railroad, for I 
have been connected with it from the begin- 
ning, and know their plans and purposes. In 
1875 or 1876 the Marietta and North Georgia 
railroad and the Georgia and North Carolina 
railroad entered into an agreement to co-oper- 
ate and work together and when completed to 
consolidate the two roads. The Marietta and 
North Georgia railroad claimed to have con- 
vict labor until their road and its branches 
were completed, and the Georgia and North 
Carolina railroad applied for and obtained 
convicts from the state of North Carolina, to 

rade the road from the state line to Murphy. 

his wks done and the road bed well 
prepared\ The Marietta and North Georgia 
railroad cempany had constant trouble about 
their nd a and even progressing slowly 
for the further reason that they did not have 
the meaus te support the convicts. We were 
in this position whlien Mr. Joseph Kinsey of 
Cincinnati, Obic, Mr. A. G. Kinsey of Califor- 
nia, Colonel B. M. Pulsifer and Mr. George R. 
Kager were irduced to take hold of both roads, 
and the branches to both, and build the same. 
When we made this contract in 1880 we felt 
that our roads were a certainty. Early in 
eat the directors of the Georgia and North 
Carolina railroad arranged with the company 
to extend the Georgia and North Carolina 
railroad from Murphy to Knoxville as pro- 
vided by the charter. In accordance with 
this arrangement, and believing that the road 
would be completed to Murphy next spring 
the company determined to locate and grade 
the road up Valley river and through Red 
Marble Gap. Asa director of the company 
and acquainted with the country, I was with 
the engineers and assisted in securing hands. 
The line was run through the Gap, passing to 
the left, going north. The W.N. C R. R. 
had their engineers in the field and passed 
south of the Geo. and N. C. R. R., with its 
center as shown by their stakes, in the low- 
est part of the Gap.

IN ROME. 
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SMALL-POX 


Rigerous Steps Taken to Limit and Stamp Out the 
Diseusc. 
Special to the Constitution. 

Rome, November 27.—Colonel and Mrs. T. 
W. Alexander celebrated their silver wed- 
ding last Saturday evening. A large number 
of guests were present, and the occasion was 
avery enjoyable one. 

A negro who has been in Chattanooga re- 
cently came to Rome, and on last Saturday 
it was discovered that he had the small-pox 
He was immediately quarantined, a pest 
house was erected and he was moved there 
to-day. The house in which the negro hes 
been since Saturday, was burned to the 
ground, and every precaution taken against 
the spread of the disease. Quarantine will at 
once be established against Uhattanooga and 
other infected places. No danger whatever. 
is apprehended. This is the firstcase of the 
disease that has been broughtto Rome, and 
by the prompt and effective measures of our 
efficient chairman of the board of health, Mr. 
R A. Denny, as wellas Mavor Dailey and 
Marshal Magruder, the case is thoroughly is- 
olated, and it is hardly possible that we will 
have anothe reasé. 

From the Rome Bulletin. 

We have hadone case of small-pox in 
Rome, and only one. Every persoh exposed 
to that person has been removed two miles 
from the city to a comfortable huspital and 
willbe duly guarded. Not fora moment 
since the case was first reported has the 
guard allowed any one to enter or leave the 
premises of the sick man. About 
two o'clock yesterday evening Chris- 
topher Mitchell, the sick man, 
and all the inmates of the house were placed 
in a wagon in charge of Henry O’Ber and 
driven to the pest house, where the sick man 
was placed in one apartment and the balance 
of the family were allowed to either occupy 
the otherroom or two tents, pitched adjacent 
the building, just as they saw proper. O' Ber's 
old. clothes were then burned and 
the * wagon was left standing. 
The hospital contains . two rooms 
16 feet square, with a kitchen annexed, be 
side the tents, which are now occupied by 
the quarantined family. The city council 
| have ordered that the police meet all incom- 
ing trains several miles from the city and 
allow no one from infected districts to enter 
the town. Yesterday six negroes from Chat- 
tanooga, all of whom were coming to Rome, 
were compelled to purchase tickets on arriv- 
ting here and forced to go furtheron. It is 
now thought there is very little danger of the 
| disease spreading.

THE REGULAR DAILY REPURT OF

The Report of the Committee on Acjcurnment—The

THE PROLONGED SBSSION.

THE NORTHWESTERN POOL. 

The great rate warin the northwest had 
public bearings.

that controls the freight rates of the South 
Atlantic states. But one day last week it was 
broken into pieces. The Milwaukie and 8t. 
Paul didit, it is held, by the building of 
many little tap lines into territory that the 
other companies claimed as their own, al- 
though they have no deed for any part of 
such territory beyond their right-of-way. 
Within five years the Milwaukie and St. 
Paul has extended its system from 1,500 miles 
to 4,500 miles. It entered territory heretofore 
appropriated; it demanded new percentages 
of the general transportation tax levied 
‘upon. the people; it... was, im 4a 
word, aggressive. The Rock Island company 
responded by openinga line to St. Paul. ‘These 
things brought on the war. But none of the 
parties were willing to carry at ridiculous 
rates the great harvests of the year, and so the 
old rates have been suddenly restored. Tas- 
sengers are no longer carried from St. Paul to 
Chicago for one dollar, and shippers are rele- 
gated to the ola famiiiar rates, -The questions 
involved in the trouble are submitted to arbi- 
trators for settlement, one of whom is a mem- 
ber of the Adams family. A railroad arbitra- 
tion without an Adams would be a vulgar and 
probably unfortunate affair, and as the one is 
properly constituted no doubt it will be able 
to settle the war, which is justnow held in re- 
straint by the white flag of negotiation, peace 
and high rates. 


PROSE AY CMDR Soe 
THE sTAR ROUTE DISMISSALS. 

The president's action in dismissing officials 
suspected of complicity in one way or anoth- 
er with the star route robbers, will be ap- 
plauded except in the respect of time. It 
should have been taken before the first instead 
of the eve of the second trial. It now appears 
from official evidence—evidence that was 
accessible before the first trial, and to which 
the president’s attention was called by Attor- 
ney-General McVeagh a year ago—that the 
very servants of the people and the machinery 
and weight of the government were allied in 
an effort to prevent the punishment of the 
boldest lot of robbers that ever stole public 
moneys. Marshal Henry summoned the 
jurors by whom thestar route people were 
tried, and yet this man openly denounced in 
an interview the government counsel in 
the cases, and was everywhere recognized as a 
friend of the accused.

Between the papers that 
Brady controlled and Gorham edited, the 
government side was scarcely presented at all 
in the District of Columbia. The robbers 
alone had the ear of the people, and an im 
partial jury was almost an impossibility, 
Spencer, who was also dismissed, is a refugee 
witness, and a ring man generally.

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RAILROAD LEGISLATION IN ,; : 
’ The success which has attended the opera- 
tions of the Georgia railroad commission and 
the practical benefits which have resulted 
therefrom have undoubtedly made a deep 
impression throughout the union. The 
Georgia law has been favorably discussed 
in New York and in the west, and the lead- 
ing minds of the country have watched its 
operations with unusual interest. While the 
railroad commission is new to our institu- 
tions, it is not new. to our needs, and, so far 
as Georgia is concerned, it has passed be- 
yond the domain of experiment and may be 
regarded as a permanent establishment. This 
fact will account, in some measure, for the 
interest which our commission and its opera- 
tions have attracted abroad. 

The Memphis Appeal prints an _ editorial 
summary of -the report uf the Georgia com- 
mission, and comes to the conclusion, 
which is inevitable, that a law which 
effects such good results in Georgia will work 
to advantage in Tennessee. At the next sess- 
ion of the legislature of that state it is proba- 
ble that a commission. similar in 
all respects that of Georgia 
will be established, and the two boards, work- 
ing harmoniously together, can largely in- 
crease their usefulness and bring about more 
substantial results; 

There is one important fact in connection 
with the operations of the Georgia commis- 
sion, to which our Memphis contemporary 
does not allude, but which should be brought 
to the communities that do not 
enjoy the of railroad law. In 
every state bordering upon Georgia, and even 
in Alabama, where the powers of the railroad 
are advisory merely, railway 
stocks are down.

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GRANT DOING JUSTICE TO PORTER, 
From the Boston Transcript.

watches, carriages and other

Weather Report System. 
Ben Perley Poore, in Boston Journal. 

That veteran politician, Alexander H. Stephens, 
recently inaugurated as governor of Georgia, {s 
really entitled to much of the credit for the presentt 
system of weather Thirty years ago Gov 
ernor Stephens, then a representative in congress 
from Georgia, had rooms at Mrs. Duncan’s board 
ing house, at the cornerof D and F streetain this 
city. Among the other boarders in that houseat that 
time was an eccentric Pennsylvania schoolmaster 
named Prof. Espey, who had began to be known as 
thestorm king. Professor Espey had just publisheda 
new system of meteorology, which was not received 
with favor by American scientists, with the ex- 
Profesfor Henry, of the Smithsonian 
institution. The professor had, however, visited 
Parisand had submitted his views to several dis 
tinguished French philosophers, who thought wel 
of them. assured of 
the great practical usefulness of the meveorological 
laws taugnt by Professor Espey uuder a proper sys- 
tem of speedy communication between distant 
points, suggested the iinportance of ‘Daily Tele- 
graphic Weather Reports.’’ The professor approved 
the suggestion, but the question was how was the 
expense to be met. Governor Stepnens proposed to 
inquire and ascertain if the telegraphic companies 
would not send to Washington . daily short 
weather reports from the distant cities without 
charge, while he, Governor Stephens. would see 
Colonel Seaton of the National .ntelligencer and 
ask him to publish them asitems of general news 
without charge.

AT THE CAPITAL. 


The Works and Ways of Washiugton Life—Congree- 
sional Contests. 

Wasuineton, November 28.—A reporter 
asked Mr. Calkins, of Indiana, who arrived 
in the city to-day. what would be done dur 
ing the coming session in regard to the unde- 
cided contested election cases before the com- 
mittee on elections, of which he is chairman. 
Mr. Calkins explained that there are only 
four cases left of all that were preseated to 
the forty-seventh congress. and tha three of 
these are practically settled. The “Richard- 
gon-Lee case has been decided in su-commit- 
tee, and wiil be reported tothe house, the 
majority report favoring the sittir member, 
Ricuarison, whois a democrat. Tne Man- 
ning-Bachanan case from Mississippi, isin a 
similar condition of forwardness, with the 
majority favoring fanning. (democrat,) the 
sitiing member: The Sessingbaus-Frost case, 
from Missouri, is practically settled by a ma- 
jority in favor of Frost, the sitting member, 
though there remains to be argued a question 
invoivipg the state law of regsitration, which 
bas been changel siace the election of the 
committee. Tunis case isin the bands of Mr. 
Miiler. The Cook-Cutts case, from lowa, is 
“the only one undetermined,”’ to use the lan- 
guage of Mr. Calkins. Cook is a greenbacker, 
ana Cutts, the sitting member, a republican 
Mr. Caikins would give no opinieu asto the 
probeble action of the house upon the re- 
ports, though it is the prevailing belief that 
none of the contestants wiil be seated. 

Senator Call, of Florida, who is now in 
this city. said to day with reference to the 
conyres-ional election inthe second district 
of that state that upon the face of the returns 
H. Bisbee, Jr., (rep.) is elected, but that J. 
J. Finiev, the democratic nominee, will 
contest bis seat upon the alleged ground that 
Bisbee obtained an apparent majority by col- 
onizing illegal vorers. Mr. Finley was un- 
seated in the forty-seventh congress on @& 
contest by Mr. Bisbee, his present opponent. 

IMPORTANCE OF MEXICAN QUESTIONS. 

W ASHINGTON, November 28.—It ic 
becoming evident that congress’ will 
be asked to devote its serious attention this 
winier to Mexican and Isthmus subjects. 
These are assuming importance, both from 
political and business standpoints. The ques- 
tions of intercommunication and for transit 
from sea to sea, involved in the various rail- 
road and canal schemes now before the pub- 
lic, are destined, itis held, to play a promi- 
nent part in the legislation of the future, 
Congressnan Belford (rep.) said recently 
that the question of free trade and protection 
would soon be settled without the politicians, 
and that it would be done by the railroads. 
When, he said, the great United States and 
Mexican systems of international railroads 
were in Operation—a thing of the near future 
—the requirements of trade would compel a 
sensible tariff. The rapid railroad develop 
ment in the southwest and in Mexico is 
studied by many politicians with care, and 
much is expecied hy sucn persons from the 
visitto Mexice by Messrs. Grant and Trescot 
in the interests of commercial reciprocity be- 
tween the two countries. 

WANTS TO LO IT HIMSELF. 

WasHINGTON, November 28.—It is re- 
ported that Public Printer Rounds pro 
poses to recommend to congress the establish- 
ment, in curnection with the government 

rinting office, of an engraving and photo- 
ithograpbing establishment. Many of lhe 
large publications of the government nowa- 
adays coutain many illustrations. These il- 
lustrations are sent down to the printing ollice 
With the manuscript, andthe public printer 
is expected to have them in the books when 
they are published. But he has no facilities 
for the purpose and has to give such work by 
contract to private firms, ihe public printer 
is suid to believe that he could do the work 
himself, if congress would give him proper 
means, mvure quickly and more cheaply than 
private contractors. He complains, itis said, 
that sometimes he is obliged to delay a book 
because the illustrations are not forthcoming, 
and that, whenthey are received, they have 
cost him more than he thinks they are 
worth.

urer, KR. M. Rose,«i Atianta. ‘ihe committee on 
resolutions reported ‘he following: 

ATLANTA, wa., November 2s, ins2.—Your commit- 
tee on resolutions report as follows: 

Whereas, the business of vending malt bitters and 
spirituous liquors has existed from remote ages, is 
recoguized as a legitimate occupation by every civ- 
ilize d people, and is licensed by the state of Geor- 
gia; aud, 

Whereas, the liquor dealers of this state have 
been made the objects of vituperation while their 
beat buriless intereste are threatened by adverse 
legislauon, first, therefore, be it resolved by the 
] quor dealers of Georgia in convention assembled, 
that they willheurtily concurin every legislative 
enaciment or human endeavor which seeks to ele- 
vate the moral welfare of the people aud tends to 
advance sobriety, industry and temperance. 

Secoud, Thatitis neither the interest nor the de- 
sire of this convention to prevent the euactment of 
true temperance laws or to seek to overthrow them 
when euacted; that they recognize the wisdom of 
the statutes against the sale of liquor to minors and 
to persons intoxicated, and thisconveution pledges 
itself to sustain these laws by all meuns in its 
power 

Third. That this convention deprecates the pres- 
ent local option laws, and submits that they are 
coptrary to the system of laws provided by the con- 
stitution of the s'ate; that they fail to accomplish 
the p- rposesintended by them, and involve the 
Slate in useless and expensive legislation 

Fourth, ‘hat this convention expresses the hope 
that the legislature of this s ate wili not attempt to 
paes a prohibitory liquor Jaw, as such an attempt 
will bring into the politics of the state an issue 
that is fraughat with peril. The.condition of the 
Commonwealth is prosperous, the people are con 
tented and happy, legislation is wise and practi- 
cal, and the executive power is wielded by 
cone Whom the people admire for his talents and re 
spect for his justice. To disturb this calm would 
be to raise a po:ilical storm, such as has raged in 
other states and which it isthe hope of this conven- 
tion will leave untroubled the state we love and 
whose diguity, honor and glory we stand ready to 
promote.
